Washington. Nov. C— The annual 
report of l.ifnitenant General Miles, 
09mmandlng the army, is a brief re- 
Tlew of the reports that have been 
nbmltted to him by (ifhtT offlcera. ..e 
•adorses the recommendation of Gen- 
eral Brooke for a readjustment ol tlie 
geological limits of the different de- 
partments with a Tiew of equalising 
liQndltions. General Miles calls atten- 
tion to the necessity of (juarters for 
troops. Baying that while luindn ds of 
thousands of dollars is being spent 
for quarters for cavalrr, very Uttlo U 
being used to afford shelter for artil- 
lery, which Is exposed to severe cli- 
mates along the coasts. He al.so calls 
attention to the Incomplete condition 
of the fortifications, wpeclally on the 
Faclflc coast, wtadrc millions have 
lieen expended in engineering and ord- 
nance work and yet the commands 
have not been properly supplied with 
ammunition, electrical plans and oth- 
er appliances essential to the effective 
use of these fortifications in actual 
warfare." 

General Miles says: "During the 
past year, there have been no serious 
engagements except that of the 
troops undar General F. D. Baldwin, 
tu. Mindanao, P. I., with the Moros. 
Por the number of men engaged this 
was a very spirited and desperate en- 
gagement. Our forces were com- 
manded by one of the most experleao- 
«d and eflBcI^nt offlcers of the army, 
whose record has always been of the 
highest order and his achievements, 
together with that of the troops In 
this engagement, made another chap- 
t^f of fortitude, tenacity and heroic 
iurlflce in the history of American 
arms. The condition of the Indians is 
quite satisfactory and there has been 
no disttirlianc of impoitance among 
, them during the last 12 months. 

"The experience during tbe great 
<^ttt war, and years of campaigning 
our western frontier, aftorded 
the best scfUKds of practice for our 
f^ltny in former years. The attention 
(dven to calisthenics and gymnastic 
military exercises made our small 
i^y a corps of athletes, while the 
elementary schools established for 
evllBted men, the post libraries, the 
DQst lyceums and officers' scboola, the 
'^||irlous school of Inatruetlon aod 
p^tlee for officers as well ae the 

military academy produced an army 
ol- such excellence that I was able In 
^^y annual report for 1896 to state: 
'The personnel of tbe arm^ was never 
1^ better eoiulltloo.' This was piby«i 
ti| be true by the fortitude, skill and 
Keroism displayed in every serious 
campaign ou every field of mortal 
eombat wherever the army has been 
engaged in any part of the world dur- 
Mg the last four years."

Dr. A. F. Hill and John Bierley have 
purchased tbe steamer Mary F. Golden 
and will enter her in tbe Vancebnrg- 
Maysville and the Vanceburg- Portsmouth 
trades, making a trip to Maysville one 
day and to Portsmonth tbe next. Frank 
A^'new will be pilot ami Captain and 
Uarry Bierley will be clerk. 

"Packets will mn on the Ohio river 
from Pittsburg to New Orleans as often 
and ae regularly as trains connecting tbe 
cities now run if tbe Ohio river ia slack- 
watereil for its entire len^rth," said Man- 
ager ( ieo. W. C. Johnson, of the Keystone 
Commercial Company, a few dajn ago. 
"To-day there are thn c packets a week 
connecting Pittsbnrt' and Cincinnati. 
Our company will put on at least ten 
more and probably twelve if tbe river 
ie opened the year around. That will 
Kive US two packets a day, where we 
now bave three a week. From Cincin- 
nati to Louisville there will be two and 
probably tliree a day.
